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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: All of Applicant's arguments filed March 2, 2006 
are based upon the assumption that the length of optical fiber is constant (see the last paragraph on page 2 of the remarks filed March 2, 
2006). As mentioned in the Final Office Action at section 9, a much shorter length of the dispersion compensating optical fiber ("DCF") 
taught by the '542 application can be used to obtain the accumulated chromatic dispersion value(s) recited by the claim(s). Therefore, 
the length of the DCF in the '542 application does not have to remain constant as assumed by Applicant(s). If fact, common sense 
would indicate that the length of the DCF should be minimized in order to fit the DCF into as small a housing as possible. Applicant(s) 
themselves previously admitted that a shorter length of the DCF can be used in the '542 application (see the last paragraph on page 15 
of the remarks filed August 17, 2005). However, in those remarks the Applicant(s) erroneously assumed that the DCF would have to be 
wound at a smaller diameter in order to be accomodated in a smaller housing. As mentioned on page 2 of the Final Office Action, this 
was an incorrect assumption as well. Thus, Applicant's arguments filed March 2, 2006 are considered unpersuasive since they are 
entirely based upon the assumption that the length of DCF in the '542 application has to remain constant. 
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
